the following report to the Secretary General of the United Nations: 
The United States takes note of the statement of the USSR 
‘that it has dismantled all of the missile sites and that it has 
removed from Cuba all of the missiles, all of the IL-28 bombers, 
and ali nuclear weapons, missile conponents, and launching
